SALT  LAKE  CITY  -  Plans 
for  a  controversial  coal-fired 
electric  plant  on  Southern 
Utah’s  Kaiparowits  Plateau 
ground  to  a  halt  Wednesday, 
with  two  sponsoring  utilities 
saying  they  were  putting  it  on 
the  shelf  and  a  third  utility 
saying  it  could  not  proceed 
alone. 

The  decision  by  Southern 
California  Edison  Co.  and  San 
Diego  Gas  and  Electric  Co.  to 
remove  the  project  from  their 
financial  and  resource 
planning  schedules,  at  least 
for  now,  was  blamed  on 
environmental  opposition  and 
spiraling  costs. 

Southern  California  Edison 
Co.,  in  making  the 
announcement,  said  the 
Utilities  were  retaining  coal 
rights  and  other  interests  and 
might  try  to  reinstitute  the 
project  later,  either  in  its 
present  or  altered  form. 

In  Phoenix,  the  third 
sponsor,  Arizona  Public 
Service  Co.,  said  it  would 
examine  feasbility  of  the 
project,  perhaps  on  a  smaller 
scale,  with  other  participants. 

Environmental  groups  had 
opposed  the  plant  vigorously, 
asserting  it  would  intrude  on 
a  sparsely  populated,  scenic 
area  with  an  unusual 
concentration  of  national 
parks  and  national 
monuments.  The  National 
Park  Service  had  warned  a 
haze  would  spread  from  the 


plant  across  some  of  the 
parks. 

But  backers  said  it  would 
have  a  major  economic 
impact  on  the  state  and 
financially  depressed 
Southern  Utah,  and  that  it 
would  help  reduce 
independence  on  foreign  oil. 

The  companies  say  they 
already  had  spent  more  than 
a  decade  and  $22  million 
preparing  for  construction. 

William  R.  Gould, 
executive  vice-president1,  of 
Southern  California  Edison, 
balmed  “a  series  of 
uncertainties,  particularly 
those  relating  to  ultimate 
cost,”  for  the  action. 

Gould  said  these  involved 
delays  in  regulatory  approval, 
one  environmental  lawsuit 
and  the  anticipation  of  other 
lawsuits,  and  anticipated 
legislative  and  regulatory 
opposition  at  the  federal  and 
California  state  leyels  which 
would  result  in  additional 
delays. 

The  sponsoring  utilities  had 
insisted  the  $3.5  billion 
project  would  not 
significantly  harm  the 
environment  and  would  be 
the  cleanest  such  plant  of  its 
type,  despite  its  size  of  3,000 
megawatts  -  enough  to 
power  a  city  of  3  million 
persons. 

Interior  Secretary  Thomas 
Kleppe  had  planned  a  visit 
April  2  1  to  view  the 
Kaiparowits  Plateau  before 
deciding  whether  to  permit 
any  construction  on  federal 
land. 


Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton, 
long  a  backer  of  the  project, 
called  the  decision  a  “serious 
blow  at  the  attempt  of  the 
United  Stktes  to  secure 
energy  independence.” 

Sen.  Jake  Gam,  R-Utah, 
expressed  disappointment 
and  said  “...  the  radical 
environmentalists  have  won 
their  victory.” 

But  John  McComb, Sierra 
Club  Southwest 
representative  in  Tucson, 
Ariz.,  disagreed.  “Simply,  the 
Kaiparowits  site  was  the 
worst  place  to  put  a  power 
plant  and  that  was  reflected 
in  the  controversy,”  he  said. 

Opposition  to  the  project 
became  more  visible  in  recent 
weeks.  Tuesday,  opponents 
held  a  one-hour  rally  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  where  Salt  Lake 
Mayor  Ted  Wilson,  numerous 
state  legislators  and  others 
expressed  their  disapproval.

Project  reactions  vary 


Chief  picked 
for  Cambodia 


Responses  to  the  Kaiparowits 
project  in  Southern  Utah  vary  among 
two  BYU  professors  and  a  Utah 
senator. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Wood,  assistant 
professor  of  botany,  said  the  plant 
could  be  built;;  Dr.  Jack  Brotherson, 
assistant  professor  of  Botany,  said  the 
decision  to  halt  the  project  was  wise 
and  Democrat  Senator  Frank  E.  Moss 
said  the  decision  was  a  blow  to  Utah, 

Much  Of  the  negative  publicity 
concerning  the  power  plant  has 
centered  around  the  environment,  but 
aesthetic  and  social  values  are  also 
factors,  according  to  Drs.  Wood  and 
Brotherson. 

In  terms  of  present  technical 
knowledge,  the  power  plant  could  be 


built  without  a  widespread  impact  on 
the  environment,  said  Dr.  Wood. 
“Other  things  down  there  will  have 
just  as  much  of  an  impact.” 

Dr.  Wood  was  director  of  the  Navajo 
Kaiparowits  base  line  studies,  which 
were  designed  to  look  at  the  impact 
the  plant  would  have. 

He  said  the  issue  on  whether  to  have 
the  plant  was  “as  far  as  Fm  concerned 
not  a  matter  of  environment.  It’s  in 
terms  of  aestheticand  social  values.” 

Within  the  last  few  days  Congress 
asked  Interior  Secretary  Thomas 
Kleppe  to  postpone  his  decision  until 
Congress  voted  on  a  bill  dealing  with 
air  quality  standards. 

There  are  better  places  to  build  the 
plant,  according  to  Dr.  Brotherson.  He 


is  not  against  mining  needed  in  the 
project  but  expressed  concern  over  the 
environment  of  the  nearby  national 
parks. 

The  quality  of  life  among  citizens  of 
southern  Utah  might  suffer  from  the 
industrial  growth,  he  pointed  out. 
Aside  from  monetary  benefits  there 
are  other  social  needs  to  consider,  he 
said. 

Wednesday  in  his  Salt  Lake  office, 
Senator  Moss  said,  “This  is  a 
tremendous  blow  to  the  state  of  Utah. 

“This  project  has  been  under 
consideration  for  years.  Many  of  us 
felt  frustration  at  the  delays  that 
dragged  it  out  so  long  that  it  is  no 
longer  economically  feasable  to 
build.”

BANGKOK,  Thailand  (AP) 
-  Khieu  Samphan,  one  of  the 
two  Communists  believed  to 
be  the  dominant  men  in  the 
Cambodian  government,  was 
named  chief  of  state 
Wednesday,  Radio  Phnom 
Penh  announced.  The  other 
man  believed  to  share  power 
with  him,  Ieng  Sary, 
remained  a  deputy  premier, 
and  the  premier’s  post  went 
to  a  virtual  unknown,  Tol 
Sat. 

Another  veteran 
Communist  of  the  Khmer 
Rouge  movement,  Son  Sen, 
was  named  to  succeed  Khieu 
Samphan  as  deputy  premier 
and  defense  minister.  Vorn 
Vet  was  named  to  a  third 
deputy  premiership,  in  charge 
of  the  economy. 

Ieng  Sary  also  will  continue 
as  foreign  minister,  the 
broadcast  said,  and  his  wife, 
Ieng  Thirith,  was  reappointed 
minister  of  social  action. 

One  specialist  on  Cambodia 
concluded  that  Khieu 
Samphan,  45,  who  was 


named  chairman  of  the  state 
presidium,  will  be  “the  most 
important  man  in 
Cambodia.”  But  observers 
were  mystified  by  the 
appointment  of  Tol  Sat,  who 
was  first  heard  of  in  March 
when  Phnom  Penh 
announced  he  had  been 
elected  to  the  new  National 
Assembly  as  the 
representative  of  rubber 
plantation  workers. 

The  new  government 
replaces  Prince  Norodom 
Sihanouk’s  Peking 
government-in-exile  that  took 
over  after  the  Communist 
victory  in  April,  1975.  It 
resigned  April  7,  two  days 
after  Sihanouk  relinquished 
the  post  of  chief  of  state. 

That  government  was 
headed  by  Penn  Nouth,  a 
longtime  associate  of 
Sihanouk.  But  he  and 
Sihanouk  were  figureheads, 
and  the  power  was  exercised 
by  Khieu  Samphan,  Ieng  Sary 
and  their  associates  from  the 
Khmer  Rouge.

city’s  population. 

The  project  is  being  funded 
jointly  by  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and 
Provo  City.  The  EPA  will  pay 
$16.5  million,  75  per  cent  of 
the  cost,  and  Provo  will  pay 
$5  million. 

The  $5  million  that  is 
Provo’s  share  was  raised 
through  a  bond  election  last 
November.  It  will  be  paid  by 
rate  increases  to  residential, 
commercial  and  apartment 
users. 

The  addition  is  necessary 
because  the  Federal  Water 
Pollution  Act  passed  in  1972 
requires  all  communities  to 
remove  90  per  cent  of  all 
organic  material  from  their 
water  by  1983. 

The  existing  plant  was  built 
in  1956  and  has  the  capacity 
to  remove  70  per  cent  of 
pollutants  from  the  water.  It 
originally  cost  $1.3  million 
and  the  capital  investment  in 


it  has  been  $1.6  million 
Wheadon  said. 

Provo  is  the  first  city  in  the 
state  to  upgrade  its  standards, 
he  said. 

The  new  addition  is  also 
necessary  to  accommodate 
population  growth  in  the 
city.  Wheadon  estimates  that 
the  population  of  Provo  will 
be  up  to  100,000  by  1980. 
The  present  plant 
accommodates  60,000. 

The  city  has  been  studying 
the  expansion  of  the  plant 
since  1973,  according  to 
Wheadon,  and  has  done 
several  studies  on  the  existing 
plant  and  the  environmental 
impact  of  the  addition. 

To  pay  for  the  addition, 
the  city  commission  passed 
across-the-board.,  sewer  rate 
increases  last  week. 

The  increases  will  up  the 
average  resident’s  monthly 
bill  from  $2.50  to  $3.40  and 
will  represent  an  increase  of 
several  hundred  per  cent  for 
large  users  such  as  BYU  and 
Utah  Valley  Hospital.

The  mother,  Christine  Price,  also  was  reported  not  very 
well,  but  was  expected  to  improve  within  48  hours.  Mrs. 
Price,  a  cellist,  is  married  to  Alan  Price,  a  schoolteacher. 


British  officer  accused  of  corruption 


LONDON  —  Scotland  Yard  arrested  a  British  army  officer 
on  corruption  charges  Wednesday  in  the  third  major  incident 
this  year  to  tarnish  Britain’s  image. 

Signal  Corps  Lt.  Col.  David  A.  C.  Randel  was  accused  of 
conspiring  to  solicit  and  receive  bribes  in  connection  with 
telecommunications  equipment  orders  between  1971  and 
1974. 

The  sums  and  suppliers  involved  were  not  named. 

Through  such  institutions  as  its  army  and  Scotland  Yard, 
Britain  has  built  up  a  reputation  over  the  years  of  integrity 


and  incorruptibility.  However,  chinks  in  the  armor  are 
appearing. 


House  will  consider  gun  control  bill 


WASHINGTON  -  For  the  first  time  in  eight  years,  the  full 
House  is  going  to  consider  a  gun  control  bill. 

A  bill  to  outlaw  manufacture  of  cheap  handguns  called 
“Saturday  night  specials”  cleared  the  House  Judiciary 
Committee  Tuesday.  No  date  was  set  for  the  House  debate 
but  Committee  Chairman  Peter  W.  Rodino  Jr.,  D-N.J.,  said 
he  had  been  assured  by  some  House  Republicans  that ’they 
would  work  with  Democrats  to  pass  the  bill. 


Argentine  rulers 
seek  labor  control 
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BUENOS  AIRES, 
Argentina  (AP)  -  The 
military  government  is  taking 
firm  but  cautious  measures  to 
control  organized  labor, 
which  has  been  a  dominant 
force  in  recent  Argentine 
history. 

The  movement  was  molded 
into  a  powerful  political  force 
by  the  late  President  Juan  D. 
Peron.  But  unions  did  little  or 
nothing  to  protest  when  the 
armed  forces  overthrew 
Peron’s  widow  and  successor, 
President  Isabel  Peron,  in  a 
coup  March  24. 

Since  then,  military 
authorities  have  suspended  all 
collective  bargaining,  banned 
strikes  and  taken  charge  of 
many  important 
organizations. 


In  a  communique  early  this 
month,  the  Labor  Ministry 
warned  that  participants  in 
any  “stoppage,  interruption 
or  reduction  of  work”  will  be 
subject  to  imprisonment. 
Government  authorities  and 
industrial  managers  claim 
absenteeism  has  declined 
sharply,  but  they  give  no 
figures. 

Another  communique  said 
union  members  would  not  be 
given  leaves  of  absence  to  be 
shop  stewards,  as  was  the 
practice  before  the  coup.

The  average  rating  for  the 
Tree  of  Wisdom  was  4.44, 
slightly  over  the  scale’s 
midpoint.  The  rating  for  the 
Windows  of  Heaven  was 
slightly  higher,  at  4.80. 

Most  respondents  rated  the 
Tree  of  Wisdom  four,  five  or 
six,  those  ratings  comprising 
73  per  cent  of  the  total.  Only 
3  per  cent  assigned  the 
sculpture  a  rating  of  one,  and 
five  per  cent  rated  it  seven, 
the  most  positive  rating. 

Reasons  for  positive  ratings 
included  the  originality  of  the 
piece,  its  beauty  and 
appropriateness  and  its 
meaning.  Those  rating  the 
sculpture  negatively  cited 
reasons  including  the 
sculpture’s  lack  of  meaning, 
beauty, or  appropriateness. 


The  Windows  of  Heaven 
fared  better  on  the 
seven-point  scale.  Eleven  per 
cent  of  those  surveyed  gave  it 
a  seven,  and  an  additional  27 
per  cent  rated  the  sculpture 
six. 

Predominant  among 
reasons  for  favorable  ratings 
for  the  Windows  of  Heaven 
was  its  beauty  and  color. 

A  significant  portion  of  the 
respondents,  however,  said 
the  sculpture  lacked  meaning. 

The  students  were  also 
asked  if  they  knew  the  names 
of  the  sculptures. 

Fifty-nine  per  cent  knew 
the  name  of  the  library 
sculpture,  41  per  cent  did 
not.  Uncertainty  was  the  rule, 
however,  with  answers 
including  the  Tree  of 
Knowledge,  Tree  of  Life,  the 
Y  and  Centennial  Tree,  as 
well  as  the  sculpture’s  correct 
name. 

Name  of  sculpture 

Fifty  per  cent  knew  the 
name  of  the  Windows  of 


Heaven  sculpture.  Variations 
on  its  real  title  were  few. 

Survey  respondents,  whose 
names  were  selected  at 
random  from  among  winter 
semester  students,  were  also 
asked  if  knowing  the  names 
of  the  sculptures  affected 
their  appreciation  of  them. 

Sixty-two  per  cent 
answered  yes  to  this  question, 
38  per  cent  no. 

Dr.  Loring  F.  Wheelwright, 
assistant  to  Pres.  Oaks  and 
centennial  director,  was  asked 
about  name  plaques  for  the 
sculptures.  The  plaques,  he 
said,  “are  in  the  hands  of  the 
physical  plant,  awaiting  good 
weather”  for  installation.

Longest  hijacking  ends, 
twelve  hostages  freed 


BENGHAZI,  Libya  (AP) 
The  world’s  longest  air 
hijacking  came  to  an  end 
Wednesday  when  three 
Filipino  Moslem  hijackers 
freed  their  12  hostages  and 
turned  themselves  over  to 
Libyan  authorities.  They  won 
a  promise  of  political  asylum 
by  threatening  to  blow  up  a 
Philippine  Airlines  jetliner 
and  all  aboard. 

The  DC8  with  the  freed 
hostages,  all  employes  of  the 
airline  -  PAL  -  flew  to 
Rome  and  a  night  of  rest 
before  continuing  home  to 
the  Philippines,  where  the 
odyssey  began  a  week  earlier. 

Libya  is  one  of  the  few 
Arab  countries  that  have 
accepted  hijackers  or  other 
international  terrorists  in 
recent  years  as  more 
moderate  Arab  nations 
refused  to  let  them  land.  But 
the  Libyan  government’s 


attitude  toward  the  hijackers 
this  time  appeared  to  be 
stiffer  than  on  any  previous 
occasion. 

Libyan  authorities  had 
resisted  the  skyjackers’ 
demand  for  asylum  from  the 
time  the  plane  landed  here 
just  before  noon  Tuesday  but 
finally  gave  in  because  of  the 
need  to  ‘‘prevent  the 
unnecessary  loss  of  lives,” 
Libya’s  Arab  Revolutionary 
News  Agency  reported. 

PAL  President  Benigno 
Toda  Jr.  insisted  at  a  Manila 
news  conference  that  the 
gunmen  carried  no  explosives 
and  were  bluffing  about 
blowing  up  the  plane.  Toda 
said  he  had  a  direct,  open  line 
to  Benghazi  airport  during 
the  negotiations. 

However,  Philippine 
military  sources  said  the 
young  gunmen  were  believed 
to  have  had  a  bag  filled  with 


grenades. 

Toda  said  no  ransom  was 
paid,  but  airline  employes 
and  Philippine  military 
sources  claimed  that  one  of 
the  hostages,  airline  executive 
vice  president  Rafael  Igoa, 
had  been  carrying  $300,000 
in  ransom  money.

Expert  says  flood  chance  low

An  official  count  of  the 
votes  in  the  defeated  Provo 
School  District  leeway  will  be 
made  tonight  at  7:30  p.m. 

The  public  is  invited  to 
attend  the  meeting  in  the 
district  offices,  215  W.  940 
North,  according  to  Sherron 
Porter,  clerk-treasurer  of  the 
Provo  Board  of  Education. 

Expenditures  by  the  school 
district  will  have  to  be 
reduced  unless  another 
solution  is  found  to  come  up 
with  more  money,  according 
to  Porter. 

He  said  the  state  has  an 
equalized  school  program, 
offering  a  basic  program. 


The  possibility  of  flooding  in  Utah 
Valley  is  small,  with  little  likelihood  of 
this  spring’s  runoff  becoming 
destructive,  said  Walt  Draper,  Utah 
County  Flood  Control  Coordinator. 

The  runoff  coming  into  the  valley 
from  different  areas  is  average  or  a 
little  below  average,  Draper  said.

The 
cool  weather  helps  prevent  the  rapid 
melting  which  causes  flood  danger. 
The  peak  runoff  has  not  yet  occurred 


and  will  not  until  about  May  15  or  20, 
Draper  said. 

This  year's  snowfall  has  been  only 
10  to  15  per  cent  above  average, 
Draper  said.  The  snowfall  of  last  year 
which  caused  so  much  concern  was 
150  per  cent  above  average. 

The  soil  is  relatively  dry,  Draper 
said,  and  is  saoking  up  a  good  part  of  - 
the  recent  rain.  Moisture  has  been 
falling  as  snow  above  5,700  feet  but  is 
of  little  appreciable  depth  and  will 
have  little  effect  on  the  watershed. 

The  level  of  Utah  Lake  is  higher  this 
year  than  last.  While  the  runoff  was 


greater  last  year  this  year’s  high  water 
table  has  contributed  to  the  filling  of 
the  lake. 

Currently  the  level  of  the  lake  is 
seven  or  eight  inches  above  the 
“compromise  level.” 

The  compromise  level  is  the  level 
agreed  upon  by  farmers  of  Utah  and 
Salt  Lake  Valleys,  Draper  said.  It  was 
in  1884  that  the  farmers  agreed  not  to 
store  water  in  the  lake  beyond  the 
compromise  level.  The  gates  are  open 
and  the  water  is  draining  into  the  Salt 
Lake  Valley  at  a  lsightly  lower  rate 
than  water  is  entering  the  lake,  Draper 
said.

Ford  wants  cuts 
in  benefits  for  vets 


President  Ford  has  asked  Congress  for  authority  to  remove 
correspondence  courses  and  flight  training  from  the  GI  Bill 
before  the  program’s  proposed  termination,  June  30. 

In  a  budget  message  to  the  Congress,  the  President  said  he 
would  like  to  end  GI  Bill  education  benefits  for  service 
newcomers  on  June  30  and  give  people  entering  active  duty 
before  the  cutoff  date  up  to  eight  years  to  use  benefits  in  all 
categories  of  schooling  except  the  correspondence  and  flight 
training  programs. 

Geroge  D.  Spilman,  spokesman  for  the  Veterans 
Administration,  said  the  correspondence  program  has  a 
dropout  rate  of  nearly  40  per  centwhile  flight  school  is  a 
“hobby-type  training  that  veterans  can  pay  for  while  holding 
down  jobs.” 

Spilman  said  the  GI  Bill  enrollment  hit  the  1.8  million 
mark  in  November,  up  18  per  cent  over  a  year  ago. 

He  added  that  VA  officials  believe  the  November  figure 
may  prove  to  be  the  peak  enrollment  for  thycurrent  GI  Bill 
which  has  been  in  operation  since  June  1,  1966. 

Eligibility  will  expire  May  31  for  an  estimated  3.7  million 
veterans  whose  VA  educational  benefits  are  based  on  service 
between  Jan.  31,  1965  and  May  31,  1966.  Their  10-year  use 
period  expires  May  3,1,  1976.

Former  servicemen  and  women  are  urged  by  the  Veterans 
Administration  to  acquaint  members  of  their  families  with 
burial  allowances  available  to  eligible  veterans. 

Eligible  veterans  include  those  people  who  have  been 
discharged  under  conditions  other  than  dishonorable  and 
who  have  served  in  the  Spanish- American  War,  Mexican 
Boarder  Period,  World  War  I,  World  War  II,  the  Korean 
conflict,  and/or  the  Vietnam  Era,  according  to  Elmer  J. 
Smith,  director  of  the  Veterans  Administration  Regional 
Office  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Also  available  for  burial  allowances  are  those  peacetime 
veterans  who  are  entitled  to  receive  service  connected 
disability  compensation  at  the  time  of  death,  or  who  were 
retired  for  disability  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  said. 

Smith  stated  the  VA  will  provide  a  payment  of  up  to  $250 
toward  the  burial  expenses  of  veterans.  An  additional  $150  is 
payable  as  a  plot  or  burial  allowance  when  burial  is  not  in  a 
national  cemetery  or  other  cemetery  under  the  United  States 
Government  jurisdiction. 

These  allowances  are  paid  to  funeral  directors  and  cemetery 
owners  if  burial  expenses  are  unpaid.  Otherwise  the  proper 
claimant  is  the  person  who  bore  the  expense  of  the  funeral 
and  burial,  Smith  said. 

In  the  event  the  veteran’s  death  is  service  connected, 
payment  of  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $800  will  be  made,  he 
said. 

Burial  is  available  for  all  eligible  veterans  at  all  national 
cemeteries  except  Arlington.  This  cemetery  has  been  limited 
to  persons  dying  while  on  active  duty.  Medal  of  Honor 
winners,  former  service  personnel  on  official  service  retired 
list,  certain  members  of  immediate  families  of  those  listed  or 
those  already  buried  in  Arlington,  Smith  said.

Congress  trying  again 
to  pass  employment  bill 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
series  of  U.S.  and  Soviet  naval 
moves  and  countermoves  in 
the  eastern  Mediterranean  has 
resulted  in  a  buildup  of 
warships  off  Lebanon. 

The  Pentagon 
acknowledges  that  10  ships  of 
the  U.S.  6th  Fleet,  including 
the  aircraft  carrier  Saratoga, 
are  in  those  waters.  U.S. 
officials  refused  to  discuss 
Soviet  ship  movements. 

Sources  report  the  Russians 
have  sent  four  surface 
warships,  several  submarines, 
an  intelligence-gathering 
vessel  and  a  number  of 
auxiliary  ships  into  the  same 


area  about  400  miles  from 
Lebanon. 

The  United  States  has 
attempted  to  picture  as  a 
normal  operation  its 
concentration  of  naval  power 
within  a  day’s  steaming  time 
of  the  Lebanese  coast. 

However,  the  Soviet 
Communist  party  newspapef 
Pravda  has  linked  the  U,S. 
naval  presence  with  the  crisis 
in  Lebanon.  On  April  8,  the 
newspaper  warned  against 
any  U.S.  military  intervention 
there.  The  article  was  signed 
“Observer,”  which  usually 
means  a  high-ranking  Kremlin 
authority. 


The-  buildup  began  in  late 
March  with  the  arrival  of 
Lebanon  of  a  seven-ship  U.S. 
naval  task  group  headed  by 
the  helicopter  carrier 
Guadalcanal.  The  group 
included  several  amphibious 
ships  carrying  a  Marine 
battalion  of  about  1„700 
men. 

Pentagon  sources  said  at 
the  time  that  the  ships  were 
in  a  holding  pattern  in  case 
they  were  needed  to  evacuate 
more  than  1,400  Americans 
from  Lebanon,  wracked  by  a 
civil  war  between  Moslems 
and  Christians. 


The  Senate  on  Tuesday  voted  54  to  28  for 
a  $5.3  billion  public  works  program  that 
closely  resembles  the  $6.1  billion  measure 
President  Ford  vetoed  in  February.  The  bill 
now  goes  to  the  House. 

At  current  levels  of  unemployment, 
congressional  aides  said,  the  measure  would 
create  about  200,000  new  jobs. 

Both  Democrats  and  Republicans  predict 
another  veto  if  the  bill  goes  to  the  White 
House  in  roughly  the  same  form  it  passed  the 
Senate. 

But  Sen.  Edmund  S.  Muskie,  D-Me.,  said  he 
hopes  this  time  Democrats  can  override  the 
veto. 

The  House  voted  319  to  98  to  override  the 
February  veto,  but  the  Senate  failed  to  do  so 
by  three  votes. 

“The  bill  has  been  changed  in  ways  that  I 
hope  will  improve  the  prospects  of  an 
override,”  Muskie  said. 

One  of  these  changes  involves  spreading  out 
the  money  among  more  cities  instead  of  just 
concentrating  it  in  those  hardest-hit  by 
unemployment,  Muskie  said. 

But  he  conceded  that  mustering  the  needed 
two-thirds  vote  in  the  Senate  for  an  override 
would  still  be  difficult,  mainly  because  of  the 
nation’s  “improved  economic  climate.” 

The  bill  started  off  in  the  senate  as  a 
trimmed-down  $2.5  billion  measure,  which 
chairman  Jennings  Randolph,  D-W.Va.,  of  the 
Senate  Public  Works  Committee  said  was 
tailored  to  meet  Ford’s  objections. 
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Citizens  offer 
to  hang  felons 

BOISE,  Idaho  (AP)  -  Citizens  are  offering  to  help  hang 
two  convicted  murderers  next  month. 

Applicants  include  Boise  businessmen  and  an  unemployed 
man  supporting’ his  mother  who  is  looking  for  some  quick 
cash,  said-  Idaho  State  Penitentiary  Warden  Richard 
Anderson. 

One  of  the  two,  Thomas  Eugene  Creech,  was  convicted  last 
October  of  killing  two  men.  He  claims  to  have  killed  40  other 
persons  around  the  nation  in  a  nine-year  orgy  of  satanic 
worship,  drug  dealings  and  revenge  slayings  for  motorcycle 
cults. 

The  other,  Phillip  Lewis  Lindquist,  was  convicted  in 
January  of  killing  a  woman  pregnant  with  twins. 

Many  of  the  people  volunteering  as  hangmen  were 
outraged  by  the  killings  and  want  to  make  sure  the  men  die, 
said  Anderson. 

Creech  and  Lindquist  are  the  only  residents  of  the  prison’s 
Death  Row. 

There  have  been  no  executions  in  the  United  States  since 
1967.  There  has  been  an  unofficial  moratorium  because  the 
Supreme  Court  has  been  hearing  arguments  about  the 
constitutionality  of  capital  punishment. 

Lindquist,  31,  is  scheduled  to  die  May  5;  Creech,  26,  on 
May  21.  Their  sentences  are  being  appealed  and  Anderson 
has  “serious  doubts”  the  executions  will  take  place,  at  least 
as  scheduled. 

The  last  execution  in  Idaho  was  in  1957.  The  law  now 
makes  the  death  mandatory  for  first-degree  murder 
convictions. 

The  warden  isn’t  sure  who  he  will  hire  as  hangman.  But  it 
will  be  a  law  enforcement  officer  from  another  area— not  one 
of  the  amateur  volunteers. 

Nor  is  Anderson  sure  how  much  to  pay.  Some  of  the 
applicants  have  offered  to  execute  without  a  fee,  although  in 
the  old  West  the  executioner  was  allowed  to  keep  the 
victim’s  gun,  horse  and  saddle. 

Joseph  Munch,  captain  of  the  prison  guards,  said  a  firing 
squad  would  be  ch<baper-about  $2.75  for  ammunition.  But 
Idaho  law  requires  death  by  hanging.

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Medic  recalls 
dying  Hughes 


ACAPULCO,  Mexico  (AP)  —  On 
the  day  he  died,  Howard  Hughes 
weighed  only  about  80  pounds,  his 
hair  and  beard  were  long  and 
stringy,  and  his  body  was  pitted 
with  bedsores,  a  Mexican  doctor 
who  attended  him  reports. 

Hughes  was  unconscious, 
dehydrated,  had  a  head  infection 
and  was  suffering  from  kidney 
failure,.  Dr.  Victor  Manuel 
Montemayor  Martinez  said  in  a 
signed  declaration  given  to  the 
Mexican  attorney  general’s  office. 

The  doctor  said  after  examining 
Hughes  he  did  not  expect  the 
billionaire  to  live  more  than  a  few 
hours. 

Hughes  was  taken  from  his 
penthouse  at  the  Acapulco  Princess 
Hotel  and  flown  by  private  plane 
to  Houston,  Texas,  on  April  5.  He 
was  dead  when  the  plane  landed. 

Federal  Judge  Antonio  Uribe 
Garcia  made  Montemayor’s 
statement  available  to  newsmen 
Tuesday  along  with  those  from 
others  questioned  during  a  police 
investigation  into  Hughes’  death. 

Montemayor’s  declaration  said: 

He  was  called  to  the  20th-floor 
penthouse  about  5  a.m.  April  5  and 
found  Hughes  “half  naked  with 
only  bedsheets  covering  his 
body,  .  .  .  very  pale,  with  his  right 
eye  open,  the  left  not  so  much  but 
about  half  open,  breathing  in  pants, 
slowly,  in  a  state  of  complete 
unconsciousness.” 

His  eyes  showed  little  reaction  to 
light,  and  his  neck  and  face 
twitched. 

Hughes’  hair  was  long,  thin  and 
gray,  his  beard  stringy  and  dark 
chestnut  in  color.  There  were 


numerous  bedsores  on  the  body. 

Aides  said  an  open  sore  on  the 
left  side  of  Hughes’  head  was  the 
result  of  a  benign  tumor  that  had 
been  aggravated  by  a  blow  received 
in  a  fall.  One  of  Hughes’  aides  told 
the  court  he  suffered  the  fall  in  the 
Bahamas  before  he  came  to 
Acapulco  Feb.  10. 

Montemayor  said  Eric  Iverson 
Bundy  of  Hughes’  staff  appeared  to 
be  in  charge,  and  there  were  also 
two  American  doctors  and  a 
bodyguard  in  the  room.  When  the 
Mexican  expressed  surprise  that 
Hughes  had  been  kept  in  the  hotel 
in  such  condition,  they  told  him 
Hughes  was  hard  to  deal  with  and 
did  not  want  to  go  to  a  hospital. 

An  ambulance  arrived  about  8:15 
a.m.,  the  doctor  said,  and  the  driver 
reported  they  left  for  the  airport  at 
10:30  a.m.  The  driver,  C.  Jaime 
Quevedo,  said  he  saw  his 
passenger’s  head  as  he  was  lifted 
into  the  plane,  and  he  was 
“unconscious,  not  moving.”  He 
added  that  he  was  “not  able  to  say 
whether  the  person  they  were 
transferring  was  alive  or  dead.” 

Another  private  secretary  who 
was  present,  C.  A.  Waldron  of  Sun 
Valley,  Calif.,  said  in  his  statement 
that  the  decision  to  take  Hughes  to 
Houston  was  made  by  Dr.  Wilbur 
Thain,  50,  of  Logan,  one  of  the  two 
American  doctors  present. 

Waldron  was  cleared  Tuesday  on 
a  charge  that  he  had  forged  Hughes’ 
signature  on  the  recluse’s  tourist 
card  when  he  arrived  from  the 
Bahamas.  Judge  Uribe  Garcia  ruled 
there  was  no  evidence  to  sustain  the 
charge.

Neighbors  rebuild  couple's  burnt  home 


KEY  WEST,  Fla.  (AP)  - 
Almost  before  the  smoke  had 
cleared,  Albert  and  Iva 
Scott’s  neighbors  were  on 
hand  to  help  rebuild  the 
house  and  replace  the 
possessions  of  a  lifetime. 

The  job  is  almost  done 
now.  The  Scotts’  neighbors 
spent  $4,000  to  rebuild  the 
home  destroyed  by  fire  at  the 
corner  of  Windsor  Street  and 
Poorhouse  Lane,  across  from 
a  graveyard.  One  neighbor, 
James  Allen,  said  the  free 
labor  alone  would  have  cost 


$10,000. 

“All  we  had  was  what  we 
stood  in,”  Scott,  73,  said  of, 
the  March  blaze.  “We  lost 
everything.” 

Mrs.  Scott,  73,  blind  and 
nearly  deaf,  remembered  that 
night.  They  had  been  sitting 
on  the  porch.  Scott  went  in 
to  get  a  crochet  hook  fdr  her. 
He  saw  the  flames  licking  at 
the  ceiling. 

Scott  ran  for  water  “but  it 
(the  fire)  had  run  like 
gasoline.” 


Then  Mrs.  Scott  felt 
someone  carrying  her  from 
the  porch. 

“I  heard  the  fire  engine 
coming,”  she  said.  “And  I 
thought:  ‘oh  no,  there’s  a  fire. 
My  house  must  have  burned 
down.’  ” 

It  had. 

But  then  the  neighbors 
came,  rebuilding  the  house 
with  their  time,  money  and 
talent. 

“For  the  ones  who  don’t 
have  and  can’t  afford,  this  is 


what  we  do,”  said  Allen. 

They  dug  a  new  foundation 
amid  the  rubble,  poured  a 
concrete  floor,  and  raised  the 
walls  and  roof.  The  new 
house  has  three  bedrooms,  a 
bathroom,  a  living  room  and 
kitchen  -  just  like  the  old 
one. 

But  unlike  the  old  hpuse, 
the  new  one  has  concrete 
walls  and  new  wiring  to 
reduce  the  chance  of  another 
fire.  Fire  officials  said  the  fire 
may  have  been  caused  by 
faulty  wiring.

Two  Manson  disciples 
receive  prison  terms 


SACRAMENTO,  Calif. 
(AP)  —  Sandra  Good  and 
another  follower  of  Charles 
Manson  were  sentenced  to 
prison  terms  Tuesday  for 
making  death  threats  to 
business  and  government 
leaders.  The  prosecutor  called 
the  sentences  a  death  blow  to 
the  so-called  Mason  family. 

“They’re  all  in  jail.  I  don’t 
know  what  they  can  do 
now,”  Asst.  U.S.  Atty.  Bruce 
Babcock  said  after  the 
sentencing. 

Miss  Good,  32,  former 
roommate  of  Lynette 
“Squeaky”  Fromme,  was 
sentenced  to  1 5  years  by  the 
same  judge  who  sentenced 
Miss  Fromme  to  a  life  term 
for  trying  to  kill  President 
Ford. 

Another  friend  of  the 
women  and  a  self-described 
Manson  follower,  Susan 
Murphy,  33,  was  sentenced  to 
five  years  in  prison. 

Both  were  convicted  March 
16  of  conspiring  to  send 
threatening  letters  to  business 
and  government  leaders  - 
people  they  described  as 
“corporate  polluters”  of  the 
environment. 

The  FBI  says  the  women 
told  a  friend  to  mail  171  of 
the  letters  on  Sept.  5,  the 
same  day  Miss  Fromme 
pointed  a  gun  at  Ford  in 
Capitol  Park,  but  the  friend 
turned  the  letters  over  to  the 
FBI  instead. 

Miss  Good  was  convicted  of 
four  additional  charges  of 
making  similar  threats  in

MOSCOW  -  Soviet  leader  Leonid  I. 
Brezhnev  has  been  away  from  his  Kremlin 
office  for  some  40  days,  apparently 
vacationing  in  the  Crimea,  and  some 
observers  feel  he  is  changing  his  life-style 
to  avoid  ceremonial  appearances  and  give 
other  Soviet  officials  more  exposure. 

The  69-year-old  head  of  the  Soviet 
Communist  party  last  appeared  in  public 
March  6  at  a  meeting  in  the  Bolshoi 
Theater  to  mark  International  Women’s 
Day.  That,  was  the  day  after  he  closed  the 
25th  Soviet  party  congress,  announcing 
his  unanimous  re-election  to  the  top  post 
of  general  secretary  of  the  party. 

Brezhnev  had  delivered  a  speech  of 
more  than  five  hours  to  the  congress  and 
in  the  general  opinion  of  observers 
appeared  to  be  in  good  physical  form  - 
better  than  at  any  time  in  the  past  year. 

So  far,  most  Western  diplomats  here 


accept  without  serious  question  the 
supposition  -  there  has  been  no  official 
announcement  —  that  Brezhnev  is  indeed 
on  an  extended  vacation  in  his 
pine-shaded  retreat  near  Yalta, 
overlooking  the  Black  Sea. 

There  is  talk  about  his  health,  but  it  is 
muted.  Brezhnev  seemed  in  solid  shape 
when  he  dropped  from  view  after 
l  triumphantly  leading  his  party  through 
the  congress,  an  occasion  every  five  years 
to  assess  the  past  and  plan  for  the  future. 

Some  diplomats  and  other  observers 
surmise  from  developments  since  then 
that  he  is  altering  his  way  of  operating. 

Politically,  the  thinking  goes,  he  can 
afford  to  take  it  easy. 

With  the  agility  of  a  man  20  years  his 
junior,  Brezhnev  late  last  year  popped 
back  and  forth  to  the  Moscow  airport  to 
greet  dignitaries  and  hold  long  sessions 
with  them  in  the  Kremlin.  In  a 
two-month  period  he  surfaced  at  least  1 4 
times,  welcoming  guests,  making  speeches 


or  shivering  atop  Lenin’s  tomb  on 
October  Revolution  Day. 

Practically  any  public  figure  who  came 
to  town  got  the  Brezhnev  treatment. 
Brezhnev  went  toWarsaw  in  December  for 
the  Polish  party  congress  and  continued 
his  brisk  activity  in  Moscow  on  his  return. 

But  after  the  Soviet  party  congress, 
Brezhnev  passed  up  the  Bulgarian  party 
congress  at  the  end  of  March  and  the 
Czechoslovak  congress  this  week.  He  had 
gone  to  both  congresses  at  their  last 
sittings. 

When  Swedish  Prime  Minister  Olof 
Palme  came  here  on  an  official  visit  April 
5,  Brezhnev  sent  word  he  would  be  glad 
to  see  Palme  at  his  vacation  spot  but 
preferred  not  to  come  to  Moscow. 

Swedish  sources  had  said  they  had  been 
virtually  assured  of  a  Brezhnev-Palme 
meeting,  but  Palme  dealt  only  with 
Premier  Alexei  N.  Kosygin.

TOKYO  —  The  Lockheed  payoffs  scandal 
has  reached  so  deep  into  Japanese  life  that 
the  suspected  sins  of  a  firm  involved  in 
Lockheed  sales  here  are  being  visited  on  the 
employes’  children. 

In  one  nasty  new  schoolyard  game  called 
“Testimony,”  children  of  Marubeni  Corp 
executives  are  forced  to  repeat,  “I  have  no 
memory  of  it,”  just  as  their  fathers  did  at 
parliamentary  hearings. 

In  the  classroom,  teachers  describe 
Marubeni  executives  as  “bad  people,”  and 
when  their  children  burst  into  tears  and  the 
mothers  protest,  the  teachers  insist  “the  truth 
is  the  truth.” 

In  Japan,  company  ties  can  be  as  strong  as 
family  ties,  and  a  man  often  introduces 
himself  by  his  company’s  name. 

the  30,000  dependents  of  Marubeni’s 
8,500  employes,  even  those  not  linked  to  the 
Lockheed  affairs,  there  has  been  heckling 
snubs  by  neighborhood  clubs  and  annoying 
late  night  phone  calls.

“In  such  cases,  our  public  address  system 
advises  that  there  is  confusion  and  we  should 
not  go  out.” 

Peanuts  have  become  synonymous  with  the 
Lockheed  scandal  in  Japan  because  several 
former  Marubeni  executives  acknowledged 
signing  receipts  for  Lockheed  “peanuts,” 
believed  to  represent  bribes  destined  for  high 
officials. 

More  than  $  1 2  million  in  payoffs  is  alleged 
to  have  been  involved  in  attempts  by 
Lockheed  to  get  favorable  aircraft  sales 
contracts  in  Japan.  Marubeni  officials  have 
denied  any  wrongdoing. 

The  trade  specialist  said  when  his  office  is 
under  seige  by  demonstrators  and  he  happens 
to  be  out  to  lunch,  “you  cannot  get  back.

A  “good  solid  program  of 
national ,  news  exposure”  is 
the  focus  and  goal  of  BYU’s 
O  ffice  of  University 
Relations,  said  Bruce  Olsen, 
director. 

This  goal  is  pursued  by  a 
six-person  professional  staff 
which  gathers  news  from  the 
colleges,  departments, 
intercollegiate  athletic  teams 
and  BYU  performing  groups, 
and  strategically  places  this 
information  in  the  media, 
Olsen  said. 


A  national  news  clipping 
service  sends  University 
Relations  hundreds  of  articles 
every  year  that  contain 
information  or  references  to 
BYU,  said  University 
Relations  Office  national 
editor  Allen  Palmer. 

Olsen  said  academic  news  is 
the  current  thrust  of  the  news 
service,  and  that  items  of 
academic  news  most 
attractive  to  the  media  are 
BYU  faculty  who  distinguish 
themselves  through  research 
or  publication  and  the 
University  itself. 

The  Topolotron  research 


project  and  coal  gassification 
research  are  examples  of 
work  that  has  received  good 
national  press  coverage,  he 
said. 

A  “gap  between  reality  and 
public  recognition  must  be 
overcome  in  the  area  of 
academic  news,”  Olsen  said. 

Palmer  told  the  Universe 
that  the  Office  of  University 
Relations  is  anxious  to  get 
tuition  reports  and  other  data 
in  the  national  media. 

Palmer  said  the  University 
Relations  Office  “doesn’t  do 
things  just  to  catch  the  eye  of 
the  news  media,  but 
facilitates  the  coverage  of 
existing  news.” 

BYU’s  geographical 
location  is  a  drawback  to 
media  exposure,  said  director 
Olsen.  The  major  media  are 
located  on  the  east  and  west 
coasts,  he  said. 

For  this  reason,  the 
University  Relations  Office 
has  a  man  on  retainer  in  New 
York  who  supplies  news  to 
the  major  media,  said  Palmer. 

Work  is  also  done  through 
the  LDS  Church’s  regional 
public  relations  coordinators, 
he  added.

The  Committee  of 
Privileges,  made  up  of  nine 
peers,  rejected  on  Monday 
the  claim  of  John  Hugo 
Russell,  25,  to  the  barony 
and  ruled  that  the  title  should 
go  to  his  half-brother 
Geoffrey,  a  54-year-old 
theatrical  impressario. 

The  ruling  was  issued  after 
seven  weeks  of  deliberation 
following  a  four-day  hearing 
that  revived  one  of  20th 
century  England’s  juicier 
scandals.  To  become 
effective,  the  verdict  must  be 
approved  by  the  full  House  of 
Lords  and  Queen  Elizabeth 
II,  but  this  is  expected  to  be 
automatic, 

The  scandal  started  in  1922 
when  baron-to-be  John 
Russell  sued  his  wife, 
Christabel,  for  divorce  and 
accused  her  of  adultery.  She 
was  a  well-known  society 
beauty  who  met  her  husband 
through,  a  newspaper 


advertisement. 

Women  lined  up  for  hours 
to  get  seats  in  the  courtroom, 
and  street  vendors  sold  Baby 
Geoffrey  dolls. 

Russell  testified  that  his 
wife  had  never  had  sexual 
intercouse  with  him.  She 
testified  she  had  never  had 
full  sexual  relations  with  any 
man,  and  that  Geoffrey’s 
conception  was  the  result  of 
an  unpleasant  interlude  with 
her  husband  10  months 
before  the  child’s  birth. 

Medical  evidence  was 
presented  indicating  Mrs. 
Russell  was  technically  at 
least  partly  a  virgin,  but  there 
was  no  elaboration  in  court. 

The  first  jury  could  not 
reach  a  verdict.  In  a  retrial  in 
1923,  Mrs.  Russell  was  found 
guilty,  of  adultery.  An  appeal 
was  dismissed,  but  she  fought 
the  ruling  to  the  House  of 
Lords  and  won. 

Mrs.  Russell  sued  for 
divorce  herself  in  1935,  not 
long  after  Russell  had 
succeeded  to  the  title.  The 
baron  remarried  twice  and 
Hohn  Russell  was  his  son  by 
his  third  marriage.

REDWOOD  CITY,  Calif.  (AP)  -  Patricia  Hearst,,  rushed  to  a 
hospital  in  pain  after  her  right  lung  suddenly  collapsed,  was 
reported  resting  comfortably  Wednesday,  the  day  she  was  to 
have  had  a  dreaded  courtroom  reunion  with  two 
underground  companions. 

The  22-year-old  convicted  bank  robber  was  taken  to 
Sequoia  Hospital  Tuesday  evening  gasping  for  air  after  her 
lung  collapsed  without  warning  in  the  San  Mateo  County 
Jail.  She  underwent  surgery  less  than  two  hours  later.  * 

Undersheriff  Harold  Baker  said  Miss  Hearst  was  in  stable 
condition  and  that  the  prognosis  is  good.  A  doctor  who 
examined  her  said  she  probably  would  remain  hospitalized 
for  four  to  five  days. 

“She  was  in  considerable  pain,”  said  Dr.  Jeffrey  Wiseberg, 
the  physician  who  performed  the  45-minute  prcoedure  to 
reduce  pressure  in  Miss  Hearst’s  chest.  “But  she  was  very 
level-headed  and  handled  it  quite  well.  There  is  no  question 
that  this  was  an  acute  emergency  requiring  immediate  care.” 

Security  was  tight  around  the  hospital,  about  25  miles 
south  of  San  Francisco.  Sheriffs  deputies  were  stationed  at 
the  emergency  entrance  and  elsewhere  in  the  facility.  Miss 
Hearst  was  in  a  private  room  in  a  section  of  the  three-story 
hospital  where  maternity  and  surgery  patients  are  usually 
kept,  said  Arthur  J.  Faro,  the  associate  hospital 
administrator.

Since  Gagarin’s  flight,  32 
cosmonauts  have  gone  into 
space.  The  Soviet  Union  has 
orbited  hundreds  of  satellites, 
fired  seven  automatic  probes 
at  Mars  and  10  at  Venus  and 
still  has  a  space  station 
orbiting  the  earth. 

In  the  manned  space 
program  that  ended  with  the 
joint  U.S  .-Soviet 
Apollo-Soyuz  linkup  mission 
last  July,  the  United  States 
has  sent  71  men  into  space  on 
31  separate  missions.  Twelve 
Americans  have  landed  on  the 
moon. 

No  further  U.S.'  manned 
space  flights  are  planned  until 
1979  or  1980. 

The  United  States  also  have 
sent  unmanned  probles  to  the 
planets  Mars,  Mercury  and 
Venus  with  plans  for  the 
1980s  to  probe  Jupiter, 
Saturn,  Uranus,  Neptune  and 
Pluto. 

The  United  States  has  made 
a  score  of  planetary  probes 
and  has  been  successful  in  16 
of  them.  Of  the  17  Soviet 
probes,  four  have  been 
regarded  as  clearly  successful, 
and  three  others  partially 
successful. 

The  Soviet  opened  the 
space  age  on  Oct.  4,  1957 
when  they  orbited  their 
184-pound  satellite  called 
Sputnik.  After  Western 
scientists  were  through 
claiming  it  had  all  been  a 
stunt  without  any 
significance,  the  United 
States  started  a  crash  program 
to  catch  up. 

Subsequently,  America’s 
Gemini  and  Apollo  programs 
and  the  moon  landing  in  July 
1969  put  America  in  front. 

But  Western  experts  here 
say  the  Soviet  program  now  is 
as  strong  as  the  Americans’.

MOSCOW  (AP)  —Nobel  Peace  Prize 
winner  Andrei  Sakharov  and  his  wife  were 
detained  in  the  Siberian  city  of  Omsk  today 
for  allegedly  striking  militia  officers,  the 
Soviet  news  agency  Tass  reported.  The 
Sakharovs  were  released  after  giving  a 
statement  at  a  militia  station,  Tass  said. 

The  Sakharovs  had  gone  to  Omsk  to  attend 
the  trial  of  a  dissident,  Crimean  Tarter 
nationalist  Mustafa  Djemilev. 

In  Moscow,  meanwhile,  Andrei 
Tverdokhlebov,  a  founder  of  the  Soviet 
branch  of  Amnesty  International,  went  on 
trial  on  charges  of  slandering  the  Soviet  state. 
Tass  said  he  admitted  writing  and  distributing 
documents  opposing  the  Soviet  Union  at 
home  and  abroad. 

Another  dissident 

Another  dissident,  Valery  Maresin,  35,  was 
going  on  trial  in  Vilnuis,  Lithuania,  charged 
with  refusing  to  give  evidence  last  December 
during  the  trial  of  dissident  biologist  Sergei 
Kovalev. 

Tass  said  the  Shakharov  incident  erupted 
when  he  and  his  wife  “broke  into”  the  Omsk 
courtroom  and  began  to  shout  demands  for 
seats. 

The  agency  said  they  refused  instructions 
to  stop  shouting  and  then  Sakharov  “slapped 
the  militia  man  in  the  face  and  then  struck  a 
militia  major.” 

“All  people  present  in  the  hall  had  to  ask 
the  militia  to  restore  order,  take  steps  against 


the  noisy  couple  so  that  the  court  could  go 
on  with  the  case  in  hand,”  Tass  said.  “At  that 
time  Madame  Bonner,  Sakharov’s  wife,  joined 
in  the  fight  and  struck  the  commandant  of 
the  courtroom  while  Sakharov  shouted,  ‘You, 
bastards,  here  is  something  for  you  from 
Sakharov.’  ” 

There  was  no  immediate  comment  from 
Sakharov,  however,  or  any  independent 
confirmation  of  what  had  happened  in  the 
courtroom. 

Omsk  is  about  1,400  miles  east  of  Moscow. 

Sakharov  has  had  a  number  of  other 
brushes  with  the  authorities  in  recent  years, 
but  the  incident  as  reported  by  Tass  today 
was  by  far  the  most  serious. 

H-bomb  developed 

Sakharov,  54,  who  helped  develop  the 
Soviet  H-bomb  but  later  turned  to  the 
struggle  for  human  rights,  was  awarded  the 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  last  Oct.  9.  He  was  refused 
permission  to  go  to  Oslo,  Norway  on  Dec.  10 
to  receive  the  award  officially  on  grounds  of 
security  reasons  connected  with  his  nuclear 
research. 

But  his  wife,  who  had  gone  to  Italy  for  an 
eye  operation  last  August,  went  to  Oslo  from 
Italy  for  the  award  ceremony,  which  included 
a  $140,000  prize. 

Tverdokhlebov  was  also  one  of  three 
founding  members  of  the  unofficial  Soviet 
Human  Rights  Committee  headed  by 
Sakharov.

Teacher  resigns 
over  use  of  story 

WINIFRED,  Mont.  (AP)  -  An  English  teacher  at  Winifred 
High  School  has  resigned  in  the  face  of  a  threatened  firing 
over  use  of  a  science-fiction  story  in  one  of  her  classes. 

The  story,  “I  Have  No  Mouth,  and  I  Must  Scream,”  by 
author  Harlan  Ellison  of  Sherman  Oaks,  Calif.,  contains 
references  which  most  residents  of  this  tiny  central  Montana 
community  find  odious. 

“It  talks  about  the  male  anatomy.  That  may  be  all  right 
when  you  teach  it  in  college,  with  psychologists  and  staff 
close  by,  but  not  in  high  school,”  one  parent  said. 

Martin  Udelhoven,  chairman  of  the  Winifred  School  Board, 
said  the  board  told  Kathryn  Merrick,  28,  her  contract  would 
not  be  renewed. 

Miss  Merrick  indicated  she  resigned  rather  than  have  a 
dismissal  notation  on  her  teaching  record,  and  in  lieu  of  a 
protracted  court  battle  which  friends  assured  her  ought  to  be 
fought. 

Ellison,  a  six-time  winner  of  the  achievement  award  of  the 
World  Science  Fiction  Convention,  promised  a  visit  to 
Winifred  to  speak  on  Miss  Merrick’s  behalf,  and  wrote 
Eastern  Montana  College,  her  alma  mater. 

He  said  the  story  is  allegorical  in  nature  and  has  a 
crucifixion-and-resurrection  theme.

A  live  radio  concert 
featuring  Marvin  Payne  and 
the  Utah  Valley  Band  will  be 
aired  over  KB  YU-FM’s 
“Excursions”  program, 
Saturday  at  9  p.m. 

The  hour-long  program  is 
the  first  time  KBYU-FM  has 
broadcast  a  live  musical 
program,  according  to 
Producer  Brian  Capener. 

Live  radio  programs  are 
rare,  said  Capener.  “We’re 
going  to  do  something  they 
used  to  do  on  the  radio  but 
they  don’t  anymore  -  a  live 
radio  program.” 

Although  Payne  will  be 
playing  for  radio  listeners,  the 
public  is  invited  to  attend  the 
free  concert,  in  the  orchestra 
room,  HFAC  E250. 

The  audience  is  urged  to  be 
in  their  seats  by  8:30  p.m. 
According  to  Capener,  about 
200  persons  can  be  seated  in 
the  orchestra  room. 


An  hour  of  music 


The  program  is  not  going  to 
be  a  concert  in  the  usual 
sense,  said  Payne,  “but  an 
hour’s  worth  of  flat-out 
music.” 

Studio  audience  interaction 
will  be  kept  to  a  minimum 
though  they  will  provide 
ambience,  according  to 
Capener. 


For  the  radio  audience 
there  will  be  an  immediacy  in 
the  live  program  and 
improvement  in  sound 
quality,  noted  Capener. 

Anytime  sound  is  put  on 
tape  the  quality  decreases  a 
little,  Capener  said.  By 
passing  the  recording  medium 
and  sending  sound  directly  to 
the  audience,  the  audience 
“will  be  able  to  hear  a  real 
noticeable  difference.” 

They  won’t  just  hang  a 
microphone  in  front  of  the 
performers  and  broadcast  the 
results,  according  to  Capener. 
12  to  15  microphones  will 
be  used  in  the  broadcasting 
process. 

Signals  from  the 
microphones  will  be  fed 
directly  to  the  BYU  studio 
where  they  will  be  mixed  by 
Capener  and  then  aired.  The 
entire  process  will  be 
monitored  closely. 

“This  is  kind  of  an 
experiment  to  see  if  it 
works,”  said  Capener. 
Handling  a  live  show  does  not 
offer  the  safety  of  tapes.  If  a 
mistake  is  made  on  the  tape, 
it  can  be  corrected.

Football  has  $1  million  Saint 


NEW  ORLEANS  (AP)  -  Apparently  leery  of  letting 
another  big  one  get  away,  the  New  Orleans  Saints  have  signed 
All-American  running  back  Chuck  Muncie  to  a  seven-year,  $1 
million  contract. 

The  pact  expires  two  years  after  the  contract  of  Coach 
Hank  Strain,  who  earlier  this  year  was  given  the  job  of 
bringing  the  dome  back  to  life.  Stram’s  contract  was  also 
reported  to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  $  1  million. 

Recent  court  decisions  have  cast  doubt  on  the  life 
expectancy  of  the  National  Football  League’s  so-called 
Rozelle  Rule,  which  says  the  last  team  to  hold  a  player’s 
contract  must  be  compensated  if  the  athlete  signs  with 
another  club  —  even  if  that  contract  has  expired. 

Since  the  courts  have  short-circuited  the  Rozelle  Rule,  and, 
in  an  apparent  hedge  against  losing  Muncie  via  the  free  agent 
route,  the  Saints  conscripted  the  former  California  running 
star  for  seven  years. 


There  has  been  speculation  that  other  teams  also  would  try 
to  forestall  sky-high  bidding  wars  and  the  loss  of  future 
superstars  by  locking  this  year’s  crop  of  college  players  to 
longer  contracts. 

Muncie  was  the  first  of  this  year’s  top-round  draft  choices 
to  sign  with  an  NFL  team. 

In  addition  to  being  the  longest  contract  in  team  history,  it 
was  also  the  quickest  signing  of  a  Saint  draft  choice. 

He  will  begin  training  with  the  rest  of  the  86  players  in 
camp.  “I  never  fooled  with  weights  at  all  until  this  season,” 
Muncie  said.  “But  I  am  ready  to  do  whatever  it  takes.” 

Muncie,  6  feet  3  and  218  pounds,  says  he  runs  the  40-yard 
dash  in  4.6  seconds  and  that  he  has  been  clocked  as  low  as 
4.4  in  football’s  standard  measure  of  speed.  He  gained  3,052 
yards  in  his  college  career  at  California,  including  1,460  last 
fall  when  he  was  runnerup  for  the  Heisman  Trophy.

US  AC  officials  said  Miss 
Guthrie  would  be  required  to 
participate  in  a  special 
practice  session  under 
surveillence  of  USAC  officials 
the  day  before  the  Trenton 
race.  Qualifying  at  Trenton 
will  be  the  morning  of  the 
race. 

Miss  Guthrie  has  13  years 
of  sports  car  experience  in 
more  than  120  races, 
including  endurance  runs  at 
Daytona,  Se  bring  and 
Watkins  Glen.  She  has  held  a 
Sports  Car  Club  of  America 
top-grade  competition  license 
since  1964,  but  has  never 
been  in  a  race  for 
open-cockpit  cars. 

“I’m  going  to  drive  as  hard 
as  I  can,”  she  said  of  her 
championship  car  debut.”

Lesser  payments,  not 
described  in  detail.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Earl  D.  Walters,  a  Salt  Lake 
City  businessman  trying  to 
get  the  Spirits  of  St.  Louis 
American  Basketball 
Association  team  moved  here, 
says  the  relocation  will  occur 
“as  soon  as  we  raise  the 
money.” 

“We  have  two  conditions 
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that  we’ve  agreed  to  with  the 
owners.  One  is  to  have  a 
guarantee  of  season  ticket 
sales,  and  local  participation 
in  ownership,”  Walters  said  in 
a  telephone  interview. 

“As  far  as  the  team  coming 
here,  as  I  stated:  as  soon  as 
we  raise  the  money,  they’ll  be 
here,”  he  said. 

Walters,  a  building 
contractor  and  former 
president  of  the  U.S.  Ski 
Association,  said  he’s 
confident  the  agreement 
reached  March  9  with  Spirits 
owners  Ozzie  and  Daniel 
Silna,  will  be  realized. 

Asked  how  financial 
backing  is  being  arranged, 
Walters  said:  “I’m  putting 
that  together  now  and  I  don’t 
think  it  should  be  made 
public  at  this  point.” 

He  was  then  asked  if  the 
public,  which  twice  saw  the 
Utah  Stars  announce  sales  of 
their  team  only  to  have  the 
deals  fall  through,  wouldn’t 
see  this  as  another 
unsuccessful  venture. 

“I’m  not  looking  for 
publicity.  1  have  an 
agreement  with  conditions 
and  I’m  working  on  them,  I 
just  don’t  want  to  talk  about 
it,”  he  said. 

Last  month,  however, 
Ozzie  Silna,  said  in  New 
York:  “We  have  not  made 
any  agreement  to  go  any 
place.

have  been  discussions  with 
other  places  as  well,  including 
St.  Louis.”

“But  several  cities  have 
expressed  interest  in  our  club 
and  we  have  listened  to  their 
offers.

“There  definitely  is  an 
agreement,  and  it  reverts  to  a 
contract  if  those  two  things 
season  ticket  sales  and  local 
participation  in  ownership  are 
delivered,”  Walters  said  of  the 
Silna  statement.
